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Trio put the 
boot in over 
£76k cop job

PLANS to create a new £76,000 role at 
Northamptonshire Police have been 
blasted by Police and Crime 
Commissioner hopefuls. 

In an advert placed by the county’s 
Police Authority - which will be abol¬ 
ished after next Thursday’s PCC elec¬ 
tion - it says the new recruit will be 
‘a pivotal member of the Corporate 
Services senior management team’ 
and will look after ‘estate, finance and 
assets through to workforce planning, 
strategy and service delivery’. 

Three PCC candidates have slammed 
the decision saying that if elected they 
would review this position. 

Adam Simmonds (Conservative) 
said: “It is beyond belief that this job is 
being created at this time, just a few 
days from the elections. Whoever is 
elected is likely to want to determine 
what management structure they 
think best. I am amazed that a police 


force with one of the highest ratios of 
managers to frontline police officers 
in the country should be doing this 
when at least £4m needs to be saved. 

“I have said throughout my cam¬ 
paign I intend to protect frontline 
policing and to do that by cutting 
expensive management costs, which 
in Northamptonshire are substantially 
higher than other places.” 

Paul Varnsverry (Liberal Democrat) 
said: “I want a more effective and effi¬ 
cient police service and this is a huge 
sum of money that could pay for one 
police officer and PCSOs. 

“I certainly would call for a halt to 
this process and it would be part of a 
wider review into vacant positions.” 

UKIP’s Jim MacArthur said: “I find it 
almost inconceivable that they would 
attempt to recruit such a senior post 
during the final days of the PCC cam¬ 
paign. 

“Particularly offering a salary more 
than that of the PCC to whom any 
such person who was appointed 


would report. If elected I will certainly 
be carrying out a review of all such 
management posts. I have already 
pledged to cut as many of such expen¬ 
sive posts as possible in order to pro¬ 
tect front line policing.” Independent 
John Norrie did not respond. 

A Police Authority spokesman said: 
“Having made many significant 
changes to support functions that 
have allowed significant savings to be 
made, the Force is now continuing this 
process by bringing all support func¬ 
tions into a single Corporate Services 
command and this process has started 
with the creation of new senior man¬ 
agement roles. 

“The move to Corporate Services will 
allow the Force to make the best use of 
its resources and allow further savings 
to be realised, whilst still maintaining 
the necessary support to deliver the 
highest quality frontline services. 

“PCC candidates received a briefing 
on these issues several weeks ago.”

Wife took own life as she 
struggled with depression

A GRANDMOTHER cut her throat open 
in the family home after battling with 
depression. 

Former primary school teacher 
Bernadette ‘Bernie’ McConchie of High 
Street, Milton Malsor, was described by 
her husband Neil as ‘much loved’ in a 
statement read out to the court by 
Coroner Rodney Haig. 

He explained how on the day of her 
death, May 2, they had gone for a walk 
with their dog to Stoke Bruerne and she 
had cooked soup for them both before 
heading upstairs to watch TV. 

After answering the phone to Mrs 
McConchie’s sister, Margaret, Mr 
McConchie went to find her so she could 
talk to her and found her on the floor of 
the kitchen annex with a self-inflicted 
cut to her throat. 

He attempted CPR but when para¬ 
medics arrived she was pronounced 
dead. 

In the statement he said: “I would like 
to emphasise that in our almost 35 years 
of marriage, 95 per cent of the time she 
was happy, outgoing and popular with 
children and adults. Others would bring 
problems to her and she would help 
without judgement.” 

He added that he had received more 


than 200 messages of sympathy after her 
death. 

In the week before her suicide, Mrs 
McConchie, 57, had taken an overdose of 
pills and was admitted to Northampton 
General Hospital. She told her GP after¬ 
wards the reason she had taken them was 
that she had not wanted her husband to 
go on a golf trip to Portugal. 

Her GP, Dr Williams, described her 
behaviour as ‘severely anxious’. Mrs 
McConchie had tried to commit suicide 
in 1985 and her family was described as 
having a ‘history’ of depression. 

Mr McConchie is an executive chair¬ 


man and managing director of Leicester- 
based logistics company Lloyd Fraser. He 
was a former director at Tesco. 

At the time, neighbours spoke of their 
shock at her death describing her as a 
‘sweet lady’ who was regularly seen 
walking her dog. 

Recording a verdict of suicide, Mr Haig 
said: “I am satisfied from medical 
reports, information from the GP and 
from Mr McConchie that quite clearly 
Mrs McConchie suffered a long intermit¬ 
tent period of depression and, sadly, 
eventually she couldn’t cope with it and 
took her own life.”

Tributes flooding in for 
ex-Saints star Fox, 59

A FORMER Saints player has died after 
being electrocuted. 

Nigel Fox, 59, made more than 270 
appearances for the Northampton 
rugby club during his career before 
playing for his home town, Brackley. 

He was killed on Friday afternoon 
while he was working on a farm in 
Sutton Mandeville, Wiltshire. 

According to reports he was tipping a 
load from his tanker when it caught 
overhead power cables. 

Saints spokesman Chris Wearmouth 
said: “Nigel was a larger than life char¬ 
acter whose commitment to the club 



cannot be questioned. He played nearly 
300 times in almost 200 years and left 


an indelible imprint on everyone who 
he met. 

“The esteem in which he was held is 
reflected in the number of messages 
from players and Saints supporters on 
various media outlets over the week¬ 
end. 

“He is going to be missed by everyone 
at the club and we send our condo¬ 
lences to his friends and family.” 

In a post on a Saints forum it says: “He 
was always larger than life and great 
company be it playing his guitar or sim¬ 
ply sharing a post match pint.” 

An inquest into his death has been 
opened and Wiltshire Police and the 
Health and Safety Executive are investi¬ 
gating. 



Couple’s sinking feeling 
as canal boat goes down 


A COUPLE have spoken of 
their devastation after their 
canal boat sank on the 
River Nene during strong 
streams. 

Peter and Marian 
Sycamore had taken their 
barge, which cost them 
£10,000 to do up, from their 
home in Cambridge to 
Watford and were on the 
return journey when they 
encountered trouble. 

As they were approaching 
Ditchford Lock, on the 
county’s waterway, water 


levels made conditions 
difficult and the boat sank, 
with the pair only just 
managing to escape in time. 

Mrs Sycamore said: “I just 
feel so lucky to be alive 
really. It came to the point 
when it was almost tilted 
completely over before I 
got off. 

“We are really, really upset 
about it all. We had spent a 
lot of money doing it up to 
make it homely.” 

The boat has yet to be 
recovered from the water.

Cost-saving library 
brings a £338k bill

THE cost of moving a library 
from a school will total nearly 
£340,000. 

In a report, due to be discussed 
by Northamptonshire County 
Council next week, it will show 
how the cost of relocating the 
Wootton Fields facility and getting 
out of the Private Finance 
Initiative (PFI) will be £338,000 this 
year but will save £74,000 a year in 
the future. 

The library was moved out of 
Caroline Chisholm School on 
October 27 and will re-open at 
Wootton Community Centre on 
November 27. 

The Friends of Wootton Library 


launched a protest against the 
plans earlier this year. The report 
shows that the relocation of the 
library will mean the council saves 
£74,000 each year (2013/14) and a 
total of £1.5 million over the length 
of the PFI contract which was due 
to end in 2029/30. 

Cabinet member for customer 
and community services, 
Councillor Heather Smith, said: 
“Taking into account all the costs 
of moving the library and coming 
out of the PFI contract, we knew 
that we would save at least £lm but 
the final figures are showing a 
higher saving. 

“The library was moved out of the 
school during the half-term to 
minimise any disruption and we 
are now in the process of setting up 


its new home at Wootton 
Community Centre. We listened to 
concerns raised during the consul¬ 
tation about providing a mobile 
vehicle and so applied for planning 
permission to provide a temporary 
building instead which has taken 
longer than if we had only supplied 
a mobile vehicle. 

“The new library will have the 
same facilities as other libraries 
such as self-service, computers 
and internet access and Sunday 
opening. 

“This means we will have a pub¬ 
lic library in Wootton that is more 
accessible to everyone that needs 
it and offers the same level of serv¬ 
ice as the county’s other libraries, 
at a cost that is far less than the 
previous arrangement.” 



Regiment awarded title 

A CAVALRY regiment has been handed the Freedom of 
the Borough at a ceremony. 

The Mayor of Northampton Roger Conroy presented 
the honour to the 9th/12th Royal Lancers Regiment at 
the Guildhall last week. 

Major Andrew Simpson, the Regiment’s Second-in- 
Command, said: “This is a significant honour that 
Northampton Borough Council has decided to confer 
upon the regiment. 

“The freedom underlines the long and productive 
links between the regiment and the borough over the 
years. We’re delighted.” 


Order to find out who 
owns development plot 

AN inquiry will be launched to find out who owns 
a piece of land on a site in Northampton’s 
‘Enterprise Zone’. 

Led by West Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation (WNDC) a Compulsory Purchase 
Order (CPO) will look to discover who owns a 
patch needed to build a road through the area. 

Encompassing a series of brownfield sites, the 
Avon Nunn Mills land includes the development 
of a £20 million bottling plant for Carlsberg UK. 

Chris Garden, WNDC’s director of regeneration 
said: “Avon Nunn Mills has huge development 
potential and benefits from a high profile water¬ 
side location. 

“However, it has been largely derelict for several 
years now due to the failure of the market, as well 
as complex land ownership and infrastructure 
issues. The CPO will help us overcome these bar¬ 
riers and secure landmark development in the 
Northampton Waterside Enterprise Zone.” 

A public inquiry into a CPO for land at St Peter’s 
Waterside will also be launched on November 20. 

Both inquiries are open to members of the pub¬ 
lic and will be held at Franklin’s Gardens, 
Northampton. The Avon Nunn Mills inquiry takes 
place from 10am-5pm on November 13, and 
9.30am-5pm on all subsequent days for two 
weeks.

Ponies rescued after 
being found in village

POLICE are appealing for the 
owners of five ponies to come 
forward - after they were 
found by the side of a road. 

The gypsy cobs were spotted 
on their own on Whiston Road, 
Cogenhoe, last Thursday and 
were removed three days later 
when it was clear they had 
been left. 

The animals were taken to 
Swanspool Equine Veterinary 
Clinic in Wellingborough 
where they were checked by 
vets. 

Oliver Sheldon, a partner at 
the vets, said: “We were not 
sure whether they were aban¬ 
doned or escaped but I think it 


is safe to say that if they had 
escaped they were not being 
looked after properly. 

“There was no shortage of 
water or food for them to eat.” 

He added that they did not 
appear to be mistreated. 

The ponies are described as 
cob type, four of which are 
piebalds - black and white - 
and one bay - dark brown with 
a black mane and tail with 
white markings. 

They have since been taken 
into care by the police and, if 
no owner comes forward, will 
look to be rehomed or put to 
market. 

The owner of these ponies, or 
anyone with information, 
should call Northamptonshire 
Police on 101. 



Council backing cross campaign for Walter 


A CAMPAIGN for Walter Tull to be 
posthumously awarded the Military 
Cross has taken a step further. 

The leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, David 
Mackintosh, has written to the 
Secretary of State for Defence on 
the issue and the cabinet is to 
submit a motion at the next full 
council meeting to pledge its 


support. Walter, who made 111 
appearances at Northampton Town 
Football Club between 1911 and 
1914, was the first black officer in 
the British Army. 

He was killed in action during the 
Spring Offensive in 1918, having 
fought in the Battle of the Somme 
in 1916 and gaining a Mention in 
Despatches for his ‘gallantry and 


coolness’ while leading his comp¬ 
any of 26 men on a raiding party 
into enemy territory. 

Cllr Mackintosh said: “Northampt¬ 
on is fortunate to have links with 
an important figure such as Walter 
Tull. We should do all we can to 
make sure that this remarkable 
man receives his hard won 
commendation.”

“This will go a long way to not 
only ensure that the future of 
UK motorsport is centred on 
Silverstone but that these fan¬ 
tastic facilities will benefit our 
young people and improve 
employability within our district 
as it is set to grow in the years to 
come.” 


The UTC is an educational 
partnership between Tresham

A GP is supporting calls for a ban 
on young people using sunbeds. 

Dr John Tanqueray, a member of 
the British Association of 
Cosmetic Doctors and owner of 
the Mulberry House Clinic & 
baser Centre in Northampton, 
was reacting to a report which 
claimed they are causing hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of cases of 
skin cancer every year. 

The latest ‘indoor tanning and 
non-melanoma skin cancer’ 
review, published in the British 


JUST seven per cent of the 
responses given to the ambulance 
service about its plans to reduce 
stations have come from 
Northamptonshire. 

The Being the Best proposals were 
put forward by East Midlands 
Ambulance Service [EMAS] in 
August and the service is urging 
residents to put their views forward.

Medical Journal, says that each 
sunbed session can increase the 
risk of skin cancer by 1.8 per cent.

WHEN it comes to spirits, I normally like mine 
in a glass with a dash of lemonade. 

Tonight I probably need one. It’s All Hallows 
Eve, and there can be few spookier places to be at 
midnight than the cellars of Delapre Abbey. 

If there’s something strange in this neighbour¬ 
hood then we are about to find it on our ghost- 
busting mission. 

We are out to make contact with the other side, 
and Michael and Alex from UK Haunted have 
been allowed access to the building by 
Northampton Borough Council for what might, 
or might not, be a spine chilling experience. 

Grouped with two ghost hunters, a medium, the 
leader of the council David Mackintosh and Cllr 
Brandon Eldred, some Friends of Delapre Abbey 
and an equally cynical reporter, Callum Jones 
from the Chronicle & Echo, we feel the chill in the 
air as we pursue the unknown. 

For the next four hours we were plunged into 
darkness and asked to stand in small groups in 
various rooms around the house to see if we 
could ‘sense’ anything, while the UK Haunted 
team called on any spirits to make their presence 
known. 

Some, more than others, in the group admitted 
they could feel draughts as this was happening, 
but when standing in a centuries old, non-double 
glazed house, on a cold, wet, windy autumn night 
I would be surprised if I didn’t feel a little chilly. 

With more than 800 years of history one would 
expect that a few spirits would be lurking the 
corridors, ready to communicate with us, but, 
alas, it seemed that even on Halloween - the 
night when the ‘barrier between the spirit world 
is at its weakest’ - they did not want any visitors. 

At the ‘witching hour’ (midnight, for the unini¬ 
tiated) we stood in a circle, holding hands and 
calling for spirits when lo and behold a tapping 
starts. Tap, tap, tap tap, tap tap tap, tap it went - 
seemingly responding to requests to ‘show itself’. 

Further inspection of the basement showed this 
was not in fact a soldier’s spirit from the Battle of 
Northampton, but some water dripping into an 


alcove. So, that, put a stop to that. After one mild¬ 
ly ‘successful’ interaction with a three-year-old 
boy ghost called Pete (or Tim, as some heard) 
who only wanted to ‘talk’ to the women in the 
room, we took to the ouija board with more 
enthusiasm in the corridor outside the kitchen 
and ‘small beer storeroom’ (sorely lacking any 
alcoholic beverages). 

It was here that we really struck gold. After a 
hesitant start, ‘Nicola’, a young woman who 
worked in the kitchen at the Abbey in the 19th 
century decided to start talking to us. 

Now, I am sure there is some logical explanation 
for the glass moving across the board with vigour, 
but it really did feel like it was moving of its own 
accord. 

I can vouch for the fact that I and the other 
journalists around the table were barely touching 
the vessel. 

Her ‘spirit’ told us that she died aged 24, in 1848, 
and worked at the Abbey when a fire broke out in 
1835. It transpired she had taken her life after 
having a child with a man named Jacob, who 
lived in Hardingstone like her, but her love for 
him had been unrequited. 

All very sad, and believeable, for that period in 
history. 

But, a quick search of the 1841 census doesn’t 
shed any light on whether ‘Nicola’ actually 
existed, the name not really being popular almost 
200 years ago. 

According to the ouija board her surname was 
‘Waxy’ - again nothing similar comes up. The 
only real person with any similarities is a Lucy 
Wicks from Northampton who at age 15 was 
working as a maid in 1841 - but ‘Lucy’ is a long 
way off of ‘Nicola’. 

I’m not adverse to the idea of the supernatural 
but after my evening spent in the depths of 
Delapre, I remain to be convinced. 

I was more scared of the spiderwebs hanging 
over each doorway. 

The Abbey does offer up a really spooky experi¬ 
ence for those who want to believe, though. 

The council is looking at ways to redevelop the 
old building, and perhaps ghost tours are a way 
forward.

LOCALLY the Police Crime Commiss¬ 
ioner election is generating as much 
interest as a general election.

It’s cat owners who are at fault 

I AM writing in response to Mr Palmer’s latest 
letter in which he continues to criticise my work 
with feral cats. 

Perhaps he would do better to persecute the 
irresponsible owners who do not neuter their 
cats and when they move house leave the ani¬ 
mals behind to build up large colonies. 

At this moment in time the RSPCA are blood 
testing all the feral cats for F.I.V when they are 
taken in for neutering, essential cases are treat¬ 
ed for fleas and worms but this is an added 
expense with once again either myself or the 
RSPCA footing the bill. 

I would also add that when I have taken the 
cats to the vet for neutering from households 
where my help has been requested, they are 
often heavily infested despite having owners. 

Only this week I have been dealing with an 
appalling situation where a woman informed a 
colleague that she was leaving that same 
evening and abandoning her cats - about ten in 
number. 

Over the last 18 months this irresponsible 
person has allowed her cats to have litter after 
litter, pushing the kittens into neighbours’ gar¬ 
dens as soon as they are a few weeks old. 

The latest litter were taken by her to a pet shop 
but seeing that they were only about four weeks 
old, and too young to leave their mother, the 
owner of the shop turned her away - where the 
kittens are now is unknown, presumably they 
were abandoned somewhere. 

I have previously tried to help this woman to 
have her female cats spayed but my offers were 
ignored, she preferred instead to cause all this 
animal suffering. 

I have worked with the RSPCA since 1979 and 
before that I worked alone for ten years. 

It is a very difficult path to take as over the 
years I have seen thousands of abandoned ani¬ 
mals and I can only do my best to help them 
under very difficult circumstances.

A BUILDING firm has been fined 
£3,000 after a painter fell more 
than seven metres through a sky¬ 
light and broke numerous bones. 

Contractor JBN Builders 
Limited, based in Hardlands 
Road, Duston, Northampton, was 
prosecuted by the Health and 
Safety Executive (HSE) along with 
Birmingham-based K.J. Smith & 
Sons Painters & Decorators Ltd, 
after the incident in January. 

Philip Brown, 36, of Sheldon, 
broke several bones on the right 
hand side of his body, including 
his leg, hip, pelvis, wrist and 
elbow 

He also sustained head injuries 
and lacerations to his face. The 
father-of-five was in hospital for 
three weeks where he underwent 
extensive reconstructive surgery. 

Although Mr Brown is now at 
home he is bed-bound while his 
leg is in traction. 

He was working at an industrial 
unit in Kettering when he stepped 
onto a fragile skylight which shat¬ 
tered and he fell through to the 
concrete floor below. 

Corby Magistrates’ Court was 
told that HSE found the 
Birmingham-based firm failed to 
properly assess the risks involved 


in doing the job. As a result it 
hadn’t got a safe system of work in 
place. No safety nets, skylight cov¬ 
ers or safety harnesses were in use 
to prevent a fall. 

It was heard JBN Builders 
Limited made very little effort to 
ensure K.J. Smith & Sons Painters 
& Decorators Ltd were competent 
and monitor the work being 
undertaken. Both companies 
dangerously underestimated the 
risk of the fragile skylights in this 
instance. 

Mr Brown said: “This has turned 
my life upside down. All of a sud¬ 
den everyday things that you take 
for granted can’t be done any 
more. 

“I would like to be able to go 
back to painting and decorating 
as it’s all I’ve ever done since leav¬ 
ing school but at the moment I 
just don’t know what the future 


holds. I still can’t fully bend or 
extend my arm, and that’s no 
good in my line of work.” 

After the hearing, on October 31, 
HSE inspector Sam Russell said: 
“As a result of failings by both 
firms, Mr Brown’s life has changed 
irrevocably. He remains bed- 
bound more than ten months 
after the incident and is unable to 
fully participate in family life with 
his partner and five children.” 

JBN Builders Limited pleaded 
guilty to breaching Section 3(1) of 
the Health and Safety at Work etc 
act 1974. It was fined £3,000 and 
ordered to pay £1,932 costs. 

K.J. Smith & Sons Painters & 
Decorators pleaded guilty to 
breaching Regulations 4(1) (a) and 
9(2)(b) of the Work at Height 
Regulations 2005 and was fined 
£4,500 and ordered to pay £1,932 
costs.

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Authority defends police call statistics 


ONE in five calls to Northamptonshire 
Police’s 101 non-emergency number 
have been going unanswered. 

This shocking figure was revealed 
through a Freedom of Information 
enquiry by Adam Simmonds, the 
Conservative candidate to become 
Northamptonshire’s police and crime 
commissioner. 

In the statistic supplied in the FOI it 
stated in November 2011, 27,853 non 
emergency calls were handled of which 
four per cent were abandoned; in 
September 2012, 19,767 calls were 
abandoned - 12.9 per cent of the total. 

And between October 1 and 22, the 
total number of non-emergency calls 
received was 14,061. The total number 
of unanswered calls was 1,244 which is 
equal to 8.1 per cent. Compared with 


last November, more than twice as 
many calls were not answered even 
though a little over half as many were 
made. 

Deirdre Newham, chairwoman of the 
Police Authority, said: “As part of the 
journey to improve the service to the 
public, new systems have been put in 
place into the Force Control Room that 
have resulted in significant improve¬ 
ments in performance - for example, 
last Thursday some 600 calls were 
received through the non-emergency 
line and only 20 were unanswered. 

“With the new systems in place this is 
now the normal level of performance 
and in the last ten days alone, 90 per 
cent of emergency calls have been 
answered within ten seconds without a 
single call being dropped.” 


Lee’s exit may 
confuse those 
casting a vote

VOTERS are facing a confusing time at 
the polls after a candidate withdrew 
from the election - yet his name will still 
appear on the ballot paper. 

Last week, Labour’s Lee Barron with¬ 
drew his candidacy from next Thursday’s 
Police and Crime Commissioner (PCC) 
race because of a 22-year-old conviction 
- for which he was fined £20. 

But, because this decision was made six 
days after the final date for withdrawal, 
people will still see his name on the 
ballot paper and he can still be voted for. 

Thousands of postal votes with his 
name on have already been sent out. 

If Mr Barron did win the election he 
would not be able to take office and the 
post would become vacant. An acting 
PCC would be appointed by the Police 
and Crime Panel and a by-election would 
be held by December 20. 

A Home Office spokeswoman said: “The 
legislation disqualifies a person from 
standing for election if they have at any 
time been convicted of an imprisonable 
offence, regardless of whether they them¬ 
selves were sent to prison for that 
offence. 

“This high standard was set with cross¬ 
party agreement because PCCs will hold 
police forces, whose duty is to uphold the 
law, to account.” 

In a statement issued last week, Mr 



Barron, a magistrate, said: ‘When I 
applied to be a candidate for the role of 
PCC I understood that a minor offence 
committed some 22 years ago, which led 
to a £20 fine, would not invalidate my 
candidacy. 

‘As somebody who has served, and 
indeed still is a sitting magistrate of 
almost ten years, I was confident of my 
position. All of us can make mistakes. It is 
what you do following that, which makes 
you the person you become.’ 

He has been suspended from the 
Labour party and an investigation has 
been launched. 


Lib Dem clear to stand despite order 


THE Liberal Democrat 
candidate in the Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
elections has assured 
voters he is still eligible to 
stand even though he is 
subject to an Individual 
Voluntary Arrangement to 
avoid bankruptcy. 

Candidates are unable to 
stand for election if they 
are subject of a debt relief 
restrictions order, an 
interim debt relief restric¬ 
tions order, a bankruptcy 
restrictions order, a bank¬ 


ruptcy restrictions interim 
order or debt relief. 

Paul Varnsverry said 
even though he is on an 
IVA it does not come 
under any of these terms. 

He said he took strict 
measures to ensure he 
was eligible before his 
selection by the Lib Dem 
party. 

He has been on an IVA 
since 2008 and it will end 
in January. 

Mr Varnsverry said: “I 
took a moral, ethical and 


responsible approach to 
my circumstances. I have 
spent almost five years 
paying my debts off. 

“This information 
always had the potential 
to become politically 
embarrassing but very lit¬ 
tle was made of it when I 
was at Northampton 
Borough Council and this 
has never been raised 
until Lee Barron withdrew 
from the election. There 
are people who do not 
want me to do well.”

THERE cannot be many stand-up 
comics who claim they are mistaken 
for American comedian Will Ferrell.

MINCE PIES 

THE INSIDE STORY 


r 


THEY may start appearing on the supermarket 
shelves in mid-September but mince pies are 
about as Christmassy as you can get. 

■ Centuries ago the mince pie would have been a 
large dish filled with various meats mixed with fruits, 
peels and sugar. It was originally known as a 
Christmas Pye. 

■ It was oblong or square in shape and said to 
resemble Jesus' cradle. A small doll made from pastry 
was placed on the top in the centre of the pie where 
the hollow indentation would be. These were known 
as Crib Pies. 


■The largest mince pie ever to be baked - in 
Ashby-de-la-Zouch, Leicestershire on 15 October 
1932 -weighed 1.02 tonnes and measured a huge 
6.1mx 1.5m! 

■ Over time, the ingredients of the filling changed 
with the spices and fruits such as raisins, currants and 
apples replacing the meat. The shape changed from 
oblong to round and the pies got smaller in size. 

■ More than 300m mince pies are sold every year in 
the run up to Christmas. Over the three key Christmas 
months retailers sell round 60 packs of mince pies per 
minute - that's six mince pies sold per person per year 
in the UK. 


UNBELIEVABLY EASY 
MINCE PIE RECIPE 

You can throw the dough around and the 
mince pies still come out crisp and biscuity 
in this kid-friendly Christmas recipe 

Ingredients 

■225g cold butter, diced 

■ 350g plain flour 

■ 10Og golden caster sugar 

■ 280g mincemeat 

■ 1 small egg, beaten 

■ icing sugar, to dust 
Prep 30 - 40 mins 
Cook 20 mins 

Can be frozen uncooked 


1. To make the pastry, rub the butter into the flour, 
then mix in the sugar and a pinch of salt. 

Combine the pastry into a ball - don't add liquid - 
and knead it briefly. The dough will be fairly firm, 
like shortbread dough. You can use the dough 
immediately, or chill for later. 

2. Preheat the oven to 200C/gas 6/fan 180C. Line 
18 holes of two 12-hole patty tins, by pressing 
small walnut-sized balls of pastry into each hole. 
Spoon the mincemeat into the pies. 

3. Take slightly smaller balls of pastry than before 
and pat them out between your hands to make 
round lids, big enough to cover the pies. Top the 
pies with their lids, pressing the edges gently 
together to seal - you don't need to seal them with 
milk or egg as they will stick on their own. 

(The pies may now be frozen for up to 1 month). 

4. Brush the tops of the pies with the beaten egg. 
Bake for 20 minutes until golden. Leave to cool in 
the tin for 5 minutes, then remove to a wire rack. 
To serve, lightly dust with icing sugar. They will 
keep for 3 to 4 days in an airtight container.

Excitement around Cobblers’ 
Hornby reaches fever pitch

AIDY Boothroyd’s words of wisdom 
have clearly had the desired effect 
on Lewis Hornby. 

The potential of the Northampton 
Town youth teamer was spotted by 
Boothroyd as soon as he took over as 
manager, surprisingly naming the 
midfielder on the bench for his first 
game in charge at home to Crewe 
Alexandra in December last year. 

Hornby did not feature in that 1-1 
draw, but was included on the bench 
as the season went on. He has now 
made four appearances for the 
Cobblers, but Boothroyd revealed he 
had to give him some gentle encour¬ 
agement earlier this campaign. 

“Very early on in the season I had a 


word with him and told him that I 
didn’t think he was going to be good 
enough unless he started doing one 
or two things differently, and fair 
play to the young man because he 
has responded very well,” Boothroyd 
said. 

The 17-year-old produced another 
assured performance in his second- 
half cameo in Tuesday night’s 1-1 
draw away to York City. 

“He has shown what he is all about, 
he was in for tackles, terrific on the 
regain and kept the ball for us, and 
he looked like a veteran out there,” 
Boothroyd said. “I thought he was 
outstanding. 

“For a young man, his composure 
and his calmness under pressure - he 
was excellent. He’s a very good pro¬ 
fessional, like all of our young lads 
are, but to be successful in football 
these days you've got to have the full 


range and talent is not enough. 
I thought he showed the full package.” 

Hornby was introduced as a half¬ 
time substitute for the injured fohn 
fohnson at Bootham Crescent with 
Northampton a goal and a man 
down following Louis Moult’s send¬ 
ing off. 

Despite his relative inexperience, 
he played a key role in helping the 
Cobblers salvage a 1-1 draw. 
Afterwards he drew praise from goal¬ 
keeper Lee Nicholls - another young¬ 
ster who has been making a name for 
himself at Sixfields since joining the 
club on loan from Wigan Athletic. 

“Lewis Hornby came on and 
changed the game,” said Nicholls, 20. 
“He is another one with a bright 
future ahead of him, but we all knew 
our jobs, we all knew we had to stick 
together and play to our potential. 

“We all knew that if we did our jobs 


then we would get the chances. We 
got that and we scored, and we were 
the better team in the second half.” 

Boothroyd’s attention is now on 
Saturday’s league trip to Accrington 
Stanley. 

With injuries still affecting his 
squad he will be looking for his 
young side to show the same fighting 
spirit they exhibited at York. 

“Accrington is a big game for us - it’s 
a massive game and I can't believe 
I'm saying that 16 or 17 games in, but 
it is because we want to stay with the 
pack,” said Boothroyd. 

“We’ve seen the teams and there 
are a lot of different teams out there, 
but we think, at full strength, that we 
can beat anybody.” 

“It’s about hanging on in there until 
we get everyone back, maybe shift 
one or two things around in fanuary 
and we’ve just got to keep going.”

ADEBAYO AKINFENWA is targeting 
a win away to Accrington Stanley on 
Saturday as Northampton seek to 
close the four point gap between 
themselves and the League Two 
play-off places.

while vice-captain Alex Wakely will 
be the Steelbacks skipper for the lim¬ 
ited overs competitions. 

Northants have followed in the 
footsteps of the England national 
team and other counties by selecting 
separate captains for the different 
forms of the game. Chief executive 
David Smith feels it is the right 
decision. 

“We believed the splitting of the 
roles between red and white ball 
cricket was something that had been 
identified by a number of counties as 
the best way forward in the modern 
day game,” Smith said. 

Peters has previous captaincy expe¬ 
rience; he skippered the England 
side to the Under-19 World Cup in 
South Africa in 1998.

Hall, the South African all-rounder, 
will remain at the club, having led 
the side for the last three seasons fol¬ 
lowing the departure of Boje from 
Northants at the end of 2009. 

The county almost achieved pro¬ 
motion to Division One of the 
County Championship under him in 
2011, but this year proved a difficult 
one in both the four-day and one- 
day competitions. Hall was injured 
for large parts. 

David Ripley, the Northants head 
coach, says Hall is still an integral 
part of his plans. 

“Andrew has a very big part as a 
player to play over the next two years 
with the bat and ball,” Ripley said. 

“His fitness and presence on the 
pitch is critical to the balance of our 
team.”
